NOTE TO WAICHIAOPU 
DENIED. 


Foreign Legations Declare 
They Know Nothing of it. 


Peking, Aug. 15:—-The foreign 
legations, includiog the office of 
the Deanof the Diplomatic Corps 
denied all knoaledge of a Note 
having been sent by the Dean to 
the Chinese Foreign Office asking 


three-specife questions as to they;--- 


present position of the Certral 
Government. , 

The story of this alleged Note 
was published in most of the Chi- 
nese papers, and the questions 
really were so pertinent that en 
immediate endeavour was made 
to prove or disprove the statersent. 

THE THREE QUESTIONS. 

According to the Cainese papers 
the thres questions demanded of 
the Waichiao-pu were: (1) What 
the Chinesa Government is going 
todo with Chang Tso-lin’s seizure 
of the salt revenues of the Three 
Eastern Provinces which are 
pledged for the service of the Re- 
organization loan; (2} Whether it 
has given up its right of negatia:- 
ing witb the foreizn Powers in 
Mancboria; and, (3) Whether it 
is capable of giving protection to 
foreisn property and life in its 
midst. in view of.the many muti- 
nies that have broken out recently 


in many rarts of the country. 
‘This statement being untrue, is 
without doubt an attempt 20 the 
part of the enemies of the present 
administration to embarrass the 
Government at this extremely 
critical stage of its heing. . 
ALLEGED MESSAGE OF CHANG. 
On the seme day certain of the 
Chinesepaperstans telegram pur- 
ported to have. been sent -by 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin toa friend 
in Peking, who is saked to convey 
jts contents to the Government. 
It is supposed to have contnined 
the following message: .“\Th- 
ga}t collections have been made 
by the people of the Three Eastern 
Provinces. These people bave 
adopted the form of Government 
proposed by the Sooth-western 
Provinces, ie. self-Government 
by federated Provinces, and such 
collections should naturally be 
appropriated by them. The recent 
datention of these revenues bas 
been actuated by this cause and 
pot by the desires of any indivi- 
duals. The foreign ‘oblizations 
secured by the salt tax will be 
paid out pf these salt collections, 
aud the balance will be kept for. 
the use ofthe Three Eestern Prov- 
inces. I do not think that the

‘An Opportunity for 
Enterprise? . 
A Wei-bai-wei correspondent 
writes to the ¥. ©. Daily News:

Evidence had previously teeo 
given by I:spector F. Fishor, 
SP.C.A, who sisted that the 
defendant, who is a truck coolie, 
was seen yesterday morning 
drawing along a truck laden 
with aight crates ef poultry, 
placed on each other in two 
tiers. The centra crate of tha 
lower tier was crushed by the 
weight of the one immediately 
placed on it, and ane of the .birds 
was found to have died as 8 re 
sult, When defendant was 
brought into the Court yesterday 
he made the statement that he 
was takiog the poultry along to 
the Central Market, having been 
hired todo this by means of a track 
from the poultry centre ab 
West Point near the Sailors’ 
Home, 

“The proprietor of the Kwan 
Cheong firm, who is the whole 
ssle dealer in the trarsactioo, 
disclaimed responsibility for the 
offence, as he said thatthepoultrs, 
which were imported from Hoi- 
how and Wochow in big crates, 
were received by bim into the 
lon or poultry gard near the 
Sailors’ Home. and transferred 
into smaller crates, the condition 
of whicb he could not be blamed 
for once they passed out of the 
yard into the market people's 
bands. 

Questioned with regard to the 
condition of the bigger or original 
crates in which the poultry were 
imported inte the Colony, In. 
spector Fisher said that they 
were satisfactory and he could 
say that the arrangements in the 
first stage wereas they should 
be. It was only in the second 
stage, when the birds were packed 
into smaller: crates, that there 
was cause for complsint. 

Tbe master of the Sun Cheong 
‘Bai, who was the next witness 
called, said that he was the 
purchaser of the poultry in 
question. He took delivery from 
the Jan, and for this purpose 
engaged’ his own coolles. The 
truck and crates, he said, were 
not provided st his expense, ~ 

The Magistrate had occasion 
to warn the witness when, io 
another statginent, the latter 
contradicted his former—sdmis- 
sion that he engaged the 
truck  cooles and pid 
for their hire. “Now be 
careful, “his Worsbip remark ed 
“Every time you prevaricate 
will double the amount of the 
fine.” . 

On being recalled, the Kwong 
Cheong man repeated what be 
bad already mentioned § in 
evidence, that the last witness, 
who bought the poultry from. him, 
was responsible for the bire and 
payment of the truck coalies. 

His Worship instructed Ine 
apector Fisher that, in. future 
cases,” both parties must be 
prosecuted. 

In imposing a fine of $25 on 
the defendant, his Worship said 
that he bad tolisten twelve hours 
each day to, evidence, and he had 
never heard worse evidence than 
that which bad been given by 
tha Sun Cheong Tai men. “You 
came up hereintending to deceive 
meas much as you cenld. You 
should by rights bave to pay this 
man’s fine. In future cases, it will 
be you who will be prosecuted for
